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ULIUS LEniMANN 


FUGITIVE FROM JUSTICE 


IS UNDER ARREST 


Former Delogate Captured 
Last Night on Natural 
Bridge Road. 


DEPUTY DWYER CAUGHT HIM 


TOLD THE OFFICER THAT HE IN- 
| TENDED TO SURRENDER. 


Arrest Any Time Later Than Tomor- 
row Meant His Imprisonment in 
Penitentiary—Is Convict- 
ed of Perjury. 


Former Delegate Julius Lehmann, fugi- 
tive on charges of bribery and under sen- 
tence on conviction of perjury, was cap- 
tured at 11:45 o’clock last night by Deputy 
Sheriff’ Thomas E. Dwyer, on Natural 
Bridge road, three blocks west of Grand 
avenue, and is now in jail at the Four 
Courts. There is a reward of $300 for 
Lehmann’s capture. 

Dwyer saw Lehmann walking along, ap- 
parently in the direction of his home at 
3817 North Twenty-third street, and ar- 
rested him. Lehmann made no objection 
to arrest, saying that he was on his way 
to surrender, but desired to pass the night 
at his home. 

He asked the deputy for the privilege of 
spending the night at home. He was per- 
valtted to do so, being guarded throughout 
he night by Dwyer. 

Whether Lehmann intended surrend6ring 
he was caught just in the nick of time to 
‘save himself from going forthwith to the 
penitentiary in case of his arrest at any 
‘time later than tomorrow. 

That is the date set for his appearance 
before the Supreme Court on his appea/ 
from the Circuit Court, which sentenced 
him to serve two years in the penitentiary 
on conviction of perjury before the grand- 
jury. 

Appeal Would Have 

Been in Vain. 

Had he not appeared the Supreme Court 
tomorrow would have affirmed the lower 
court’s finding and Lehmann would have 
been committed to prison immediately upon 
capture, without further right of appeal.- 

John A. Gernes, attorney for Lehmann, 
said last week that he thought the fugi- 
tive would appear at Jefferson City Tyes-

“Hello, doctor,” returned Lehmann. 

@everal other acquaintances accosted 
him with greeting and eyed him with cu- 
riosity. 

On each side of the street many persons 
saw him from their windows and a num- 
ber went out to the sidewalk to get a 
closer view of the man that put the lights 
on the water tower. Everybody in that 
part of the city knows “Whistling Yulius. 

Lehmann looked worried at first, and it 
was observed that his oldtime joviality of 
manner wa3 entirely absent. He was not 
the folly Julius of old.

He did not grest nis old acquaintances 
with his wonted good humor. 

Two or three men commented upon the 
fact that his mustache seemed to have 
taken on new streaks of gray. 

Dan Schreiber, a Republican ward poll- 
ticlan and friend of the prisoner, accom- 
panied him a part of the way on the strect 
car. Mr. Schreiber said, on parting, that 
he would see Lehmann later in the, day. 

“Bee my lawyer, John Gernez,” said Leh- 
mann. when the Post-Dispatch asked about 
his bond, during the cartrip. A little later, 
however, Teamann warmed up and talked. 
A goodly portion of his jollity returned, 
‘with something of the merry twinkle in 


‘his eyes. 


He Expects 
to Stay in Jail. 


“IT have not arranged any bond,"’ he said, 
“and have not asked anybody to go on my 
bond. I expect to stay in jail. 

“I have never had any intention of run- 
hing away. S&t. Louls ia my home. Al! my 
interests are here, and I can’t leave. I 
just didn’t want to go to jail. .I wanted 
to Keep out of jatl as long os possible, and 
that's why I didn't surre oder sooner. 

“I was not out of the city at all, and was 
pot far away at any time.’’ 

Lehmann intimated, without saying it, 
that he might have visited his home during 
his fugitive days. Later he said: 

“I was out of the city, too, at the time 
of the indictment, on a fishing trip. I heara 
of the indictment and concluded I'd just 
stay fis for a while longer and finish 
my eport,.I got through fishing and came 
into the city.” ' ‘ 

Lehmann said that last night before his 
arrest he passed a policeman in the ful! 
giare of a street lamp and was not recog- 
nized, apparently. 

Policeman Shea of the Fifth district, who 
has been assigned to watch Lehmann’s 
house a part of the time, boarded the car 
on the way down He appeared to be much 
disgusted to find Lehmann in custody of 
another man.

Casually 
they glanced at two of the riders, Pat 
Berry and Jim Harmon, cowboys, wearing 
red shirts, but with interest they looked 
at the slender figure of Lucille Mulhall, 
clad in a dress of tan cloth, who was the 
third rider. They saw the mustangs and 
their riders gallop towards the quarter, 
where fresh horses awaited them. Away 
over near the quarter they seemed like 
two bits of red and a touch of tan on 
things that went. One red was ahead, the 
other behind. 

The onlookers, remembering the girlish 
face of the rider, wished that the tan might 
lead. Almost in answer to their wishes the 
tan did forge ahead, but just as it did so 
away it went from the black thing that 
bore it, and down it fell to the ground. 
Over it seemed to dash the men with the 
red shirts and the animals they rode. 


Borne to

Miss Mulhall's ankle is not broken, but its 
muscles a ] ents are torn and twisted 
so that she will be compelled to remain in 
bed for several days and will not be abie 
to walk naturally for three weeks. In the 
accident she lost her diamond brooch. dia- 
mond bracelet and two medals set with d@’a- 
monds, but their loss does not bother her 
nearly so much as the fear that she may 
not be able to go to the San 'Tone fair, 
where she was to lead the band next week. 
Mise Mulhall has ridden horses since rhe 
was a baby and has never had an acci- 
dent. No one taught her to ride. “she 
just learned by herself,”’ said her father, 
Zach ulhall, who is very proud of his 
baby girl. 

She was born out on his Oklahoma ranch 
and most of her life has been lived on the 
plains. 

One year she wasastudentat the Vis'ta- 
tion Convent in St. Louts, while for another 
she was with the nuns of St. Joseph down 
in Oklahoma. She is only 16 years old.

She loves horses as she loves no other 
things. ‘Petit Maitre’’ is her own horse, 
ami his picture done In colors hangs above 
her Just at present he is suffering 
from a hurt similar to that of his mistress. 
The muscles and tendons of one of his feet 
are torn and strained. Her muscles are ag 
hard as those of men in training, and she 
has always been so safe with horses that 
her own sisters were perlgps the least 
alarmed persons at.the Fair Grounds Sun- 
day when the accident occurred. They 
couldn't. believe that she was hurt. They 
er.pected every minute to see hr get up and 
go on with her ride. hen they went to 
her she begged them to go and ask her 
father to postpone the potato race to the 
last event so that she might be well enough 
to tako part. 

Her mother is down on the ranch, but wil] 
likely come to &t. Louls to nurse her 
daughter. Her father teases her by asking, 
“What will your mother say when she 
hears you let a horse hurt you?”

Meeting to Be “Productive of 
Important Results,’’ 


MORGAN PLANS STRIKE END 


THE PRESIDENT IS NOW CONSID- 
ERING THE QUESTION. 


It: Embraces the Calling of Another 
Conference and the Laying of the 
Proposal Before the Mine 
Union Leaders. 


NEW YORK, Oct. 13..-At noon today a 
conference of the representatives of the 
coal roads assembled in the office of Chair- 
man Thomas of the Erie. President Trues 
dale of the Delaware, Lackawanna & West- 
ern, wher he arrived, said: “A conference 
Is to be held and it will be an important 
one. It will be productive of important 
results.”’ 

The conference in Mr. Thomas’ office 
lasted a little more than one hour. When 
the participants dispersed they declined to 
make any statement as to what had trans- 
pired. 


MORGAN PLANS TO END STRIKE

WASHINGTON, Oct. 13.—The net. result 
of the conference »etween Seccetury Root 
and J. F.. Morgan last Saturday is thds: 

The operators may try to break the strike 
by offering a net increase of 6 to 10 per 
cent on the present contract price of min- 
ing. 

The union is to be totally ignored. The 
plan is of wider scope, that is the sub- 
stance. More broadly told.Mr. Morgan 
suggested: 

First—That the miners immediately re- 
sume work pending arbitration by a tribu- 
na] satisfactory to both parties. 

Becond—That this tribunal should con- 
sist of either Mr. Morgan or Mr. Perkins. 
acting as his representative on behalf of 
the operators; John Mitchell, representing 
the miners and either Cardinal Gibbons or 
ee Ireland as independent mem- 


rs. 
Mr. Root took this program to peas ag 
ton and laid it before the President, who is 
now considering it. 

The plan suggests that the President 
should make another request of the oper- 
ators for a conference; that the President 
should then propose to them a new basis 
of action upon lines to be suggested by 
Morgan, who would see to it that the oper- 
ators yielded immediately.

HAILSTONES Ut 
PECULIAR SHAPE 


May Have Fallen From a 
Snow Cloud. 


SCARE AT THE OLYMPIC 


FOR 


TOOK RATTLE OF HAIL 
CRACKLE OF FLAMES. 


Peoplé Would Have Rushed From the 
Theater Had Not Attaches Quelled 
Their Fears—Dr. Hyatt Can- 
not Account for It. 


The hailstorm which caused such con- 
sternation last night as it swept over St. 
Louis originatéd in the Rocky Mountains 
lasi Friday, according to Dr. Hyatt, the 
United States weather forecaster. The 
progress of the storm was foretold, espe- 
cially the rain; the hail wae not generally 
anticipated. 

It has been roughly estimated by a St. 
Loulsan with a statistical turn of mind, 
that as much ice fell on St. Louis in three 
minutes last night as would be consumed 
in the city in the hottest day of summer. 

Some of the stcnes were so heavy that 
they put serious dents in the derby hats 
of pedestrians who happened to be caught 
in the downpour. 

Hailstorms are not uncommon, but the 
unusual shapes the stones assumed in their 
descent Sunday night were very much out 
of the ordinary. Dr. Hyatt said this morn- 
ing: 

“They were very jagged and of irreg- 
ular formation. 


PECULIAR SHAPES. 

“One of my assistants picked up a stone 
fully two inches long. It did not have 
the customary oval shape, but was ex- 
tremely jagged. The only theory for this 
peculiarity is that the various currents 
of air through which the stones passed in 
their downward flight were the very ex- 
tremes of heat and cold. As they whirled 
through the warm belts of the storm they 
melted and a number were thrown togeth- 
er only to be welded into irregular and pe- 
cullar forms by the frigid belts. 

“The storm did not cover all of St. 
Iouls. Certain portions of the city, par- 
ticularly the northwest portion, where I 
live, had no hail at all. The stones fell 
with the most violence along the river and 
in the business districts nearby.”’ 

“Could you make an estimate of how 
many tons of ice fell over St. Louis dur- 
ing the three minues of the storm?” he

SCARE AT THE OLYMPIC. 

At the Olympic Theater there was almost 
a@ panic, and many would have rushed 
from the building had it not been 
for prompt action taken to dispel the 


fright by the attaches. Several wome 
fainted and scores left their seats, beliey- 
Ing that the crackling of the hailstones/o 
the roof was caused by fire on the e. 

Traffic was delayed during th 
The vestibules of = street 
closed. The breakage of 
residences and business houses was slight, 
however, as the wind was not high. 

The police estimate of the damage done 
is $10,000, but there is no estimating the 
fright it gave people who were in places 
of worship or amusement or exposed to its 
thumping assault. 

Scores of windows, skylights and glass 
coverings of hothouses were shatte b 
the heavy little pellets, which fell in suc 
abundance as to render the pavements slip 
pery and unsafe for 10 minutes sonew=e 
the storm. Umbrellas were destroyed dn 
birds which were caught out in the storm 
were killed by dozens before they could 
reach places of shelter. 

One firm of florists estimates its 
loss to buildings and flowers at $4000 and 
others state that theirs will no doubt reach 
as large a figure. The skylights of the 
Bertillon gallery at the Four Courts and 
those over the “‘bull pen’’ at the jail, and 
the windows of the jall kitchen storehouse, 
were shattered.

BURGLARS IN A RESTAURANT. 
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How Hailstones Are Formed. 
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Davis’ Meteorology, the last authority 
- hailsturms, explains the origin of hail 
thus: 
“Halil consists of compacted ice and 
snow, often arranged in roughly concen- 
tric layers, taking the form of little pel- 
lets or bails, commonly called hati stones. 
It does not fall in winter, but is a com- 
mon accompaniment of thunder storms, 
even though they occur chiefly in the 
warmer regions and seasons of the giobe. 
Occasionally hailstones show a crystal- 
line structure. 

‘They are sometimes of remarkable size, 
up to severa] inches in diameter, and they 
may then cause gerious destruction to trees, 
crops and buildings. Hall should be dis- 
tinguished from the clear icy pellets of 
frozen rain, which sometimes fall in the 
winter season, but never in the summef®r; 
and also from the round pellets of snow 
of loore structure, called soft hall, again 
a product of winter instead of summer. 

“The association of hall with the active 
conventional storms in the warm n 
suggests that it is produced by the freez- 
ing of raindrops that have been formed at

low levels, and that are then carried up- 
wards by the central ascending currents to 
altitudes where the temperature is very 
iow; there they become coated with a lay- 
er of snow,’ increasing in size until they 
fall thruugh the less active currents near 
the margin of the atorm, still increasi 
in size by further condensation on their 
cold surfaces during the descent se 
the clouds, and perhaps again carried in- 
ward at the base of the cloud and upwara 
once more through ita center until at last 
they become too heavy for further carriage 
and fall to the ground. Before they fall 
a curious rattling may sometimes eard 
in the air. as if caused by their noisy col- 
lisions. As a rule, hail is larger and more 
plentiful in violent than in moderate thun- 
derstorms."’ 

There are on record hailstorms in which 
the stones were so large that they have 
kitled men and animals. An authentic rec- 
ord stater that some of the b chunks 
which fell in a storm which dev ted the 
south of France in 184 weighed Ii unds 
and fell with enough force to go through 
the roofs of houses.

Men Who Secured Passage of Bill 
Granting Franchise Ask for the Pay 
Which the Promoters Agreed 
to Give Them for Bringing 
About the Desired Result. 


“A lobbyist cannot recover on a court of 
law for service rendered.” 

This was the statement made to a jury 
in Judge Wood's division of the Circuit 
Court Monday morning by Fred W. Leh- 
mann, counsel for the East St. Louls & 
Belleville Electric Railway Co., in a suit 
brought against it by H. P. Taussig and 
George W. Davis for services rendered. 

The services for which action was insti- 
tuted for $10,000 by the plaintiffs consisted 
of interviews with the councilmen of Win- 
staniey Park, East St. Louis, and the prop- 
erty-holders along the route, resulting in 
the passage of a nordinance permitting tne 
railway to build its line through Winstan- 
ley Park and thereby insuring the exten- 
sion to Belleville. 

The plaintiffs alleged that on Dec. 6, 1897, 
they entered into an agreement with the 
East St. Louis & Belleville Electric Rail- 
way Co., George J. Kobusch, Charles J. 
Sutter, Zachariah W. Tinker and John A. 
Day, that if such franchise through Win- 
stanley Park was secured they were to re- 
ceive 5 per cent of the capital stock, at 
that time $50,000. They maintained that by 
personal interviews, by constant effort and 
the devotion of considerable time they 
were instrumental in obtaining the passage 
of the said ord!inance, but when they asked 
for their share of the stock, according to 
the alleged agreement, they were unable to 
bri about a settlement. 

Suit was brought in the Circuit Court 
and the case came up Monday morning 
before Judge Fisher. Attorney John A. 
Blevins appeared for the plaintiffs. At- 
torney Fred W. Lehmann, for the defend- 
ants, contended that the plaintiffs had no 
legal recourse, that services as lobbyist 
were not colectible in the eyes of the law. 

“Open advocacy of a measure is per- 
missible,’’ he said, ‘‘but when anyone at- 
tempts to secure passage of any measure 
by personal interviews and other means 
with parties interested, such as a lobbyist 
is accustomed to use, there is no legal right 
to collect for such _ services.”’ 

The examination of prominent witnesees 
will take up the whole day.

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PROTECTION AGAINST CORRUPTION. 


In his sermon protesting against Judge Priest’s view of bribery 
as a conventional and trifling offense, and denouncing it as one of 
the greatest of crimes menacing society, Dr. W. W. Boyd said: 

“Bribery assaults the foundation of our government; it is the 
anarchy of wealth, and is nothing less than a distinct species of 
treason. The only hope of the people is to destroy it.’ 

Judge Priest's view has been thoroughly repudiated by St. 
Louisans, first in the jury box by the jury which convicted Sny- 
der, and subsequently by the press, pulpit and citizens generally. 

Public opinion has been proved and found wholesome. The 
‘@wakening in St. Louis to a realization of the heinousness and 
danger of bribery is genuine. The demand for the punishment 
of men proved guilty in a fair trial is clear and strong. 

An analysis of the evils of government will show that the source 
of them fs private and corporate greed manifesting itself and se- 
curing its objects through the corruption of public offtcials. ‘This 
is manifest In national, state and municipal governments. 
| In St. Louis the \boodle and spoils combine, and the promoter 
and boss have joined hands in wrecking good government and 
plundering the people. In the state the lobby and its legislative 
tools represent the greatest evil in state government. S8t. Louis 
is punishing ite bribers and boodlers, but the plunderers of the 
people in the State of Missouri are flourishing, and many of them 
are holding offces of trust and emolument. 

Punishing the gullty is only one method of protecting the state 
or the eity from corrupt plunderers. Another step, even more 
important. is the defeat of corrupt and untrustworthy candidates. 
Whenever a corrupt man ts elected to office, corruption in office 
is approved and encouraged by the voters. 

If the government is to be freed from the menace of corruption, 
corrupt men must be turned out and képt out of office. Do not 
vote for a corrupt or unfit candidate. That is the only safe rule 
for voters. Public condemnation of official rascality will fail 
of good results without the specific act of voting it down.

WHY SIXTY SECONDS MAKE A 
MINUTE. 


Why is our hour divided into ®@ minutes, 
each minute 60 seconds, ctc.? Simply and 
solely because in Babylonia there existed, 
by the side of the decimal system of nota- 
tion, anotiier eystem, the séxagesin‘al, 
which counted by sixties. Why that num- 
ber should have been chosen is clear 
enough, and it speaks well for the prectical 
sense of those ancient Babylonian mer- 
chants. There is no number which has so 
many divisors as 60. The Babylonians di- 
vided the sun’s daily journey into 24 para- 
sangs, or 720 stadia. Each parasang or hour 
was subdivided into 60 minutes. A para- 
sang is about a German mile, and Baby- 
lonian astronomers compared the progress 
made by the sun during one hour at the 
time of the equinox to the progress made 
by a good walker during the same time, 
both accomplishing one parasang. The 
whole course of the. sun during the 24 
éequinoctial hours was fixed at & para- 
sangs, or 720 stedia, or 360 degrees. This 
system was handed on to the Greeks, and 
Hipparohus, the great Greek philosopher, 
who lived about 150 B. C., introduced the 
Babylonian hour into Europa Ptolemy, 
who wrote about 19 A. D., and whose 
name still lives in that of the Ptolemaic 
system of astronomy, gave still wider cur- 
rency to the Babylonian way of reckoning 
time. It was carried along on the quiet 
stream of trelitional knowledge through 
the Middle Ages, and, strange to say, it 
sailed down safely over the Niagara of the 
French revolution. For the French, when 
revolutionizing weights, meastires, coins 
and dates and subjecting all to the deci- 
mal system of reckoning, were induced by 
some unexplained motive to respect our 
clocks and watches, and allowed our dials 
to remain sexagesimal, that is, Babyion- 
jan, each hour consisting of @ minutes. 
Here you see again the wonderful ccher- 
ence of the world, and how what we cail

This information caused the indictment 
of Messrs. Wainwright and Nicolaus on 
charges of bribery, for Mr. Turner also 
told the uses to which the money was to 
be put, namely, the purchasing of enough 
votes in the Municipal Assembly to secure 
the passage of the Suburban franchise 
bill, 


Money Has Been 
Cause of Trouble.

‘SAVED FAMILY 


WITH HIS 


CLOTHES ABLAZE 


Frank Kinkaid Severely 
Burned Rescuing Wife 
and Children. 


LOWERED THEM ONE AT A TIME 


BUILDING COLLAPSED BEFORE HE 
ESCAPED HIMSELF. 


Man Was Precipitated Into the Ruins, 
but His Wife Rushed Into the 
Debris and Rescued Him. 


Frank Kinkaid saved his wife and five 
small children from incineration in a burn- 
ing dwelling at 5943 Ridge avenue early yes- 
terday morning, vy lowering them from a 


second-story window, He stoically suffered 
the flames to scorch his own flesh while 
he dropped the members of his family, one 
by one to safety, and then when the instant 
arrived wherein he could make his own 
escape, his blazing clothing caught on a 
nail and before he could extricate it, the 
buildyg collapsed. 

He was precipitated to the ground with 
the charred timbers, but his wife rushed 
through the smoke and flames and dragged 
him out into the open. The man was 
burned about the face and neck and his 
right arm was fractured, while his wife 
was also severely burned. The house and 
contegs were totally: destroyed. 


GASOLINE STOVE CAUSED IT. 
It was the old story of a gasoline stove. 


Kinkaid had risen early to light it. His 
wife and children; Dudley, two years old; 
Adele, ten; Marie, seven; Robert, four and 
Loyd, two years of age, were asleep on the 
second floor. There was not enough gaso- 
line in the stove tank, so the man, after 
lighting the range, tried to fill it from a 
five-gallon can. 

The flame from the burner communicated 
with the liquid in the can and there was 
an instant explosion, which scattered blaz-

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POST-DISPATCH LESSONS IN FOOTBALL 


By HUGH WHITE, Coach of Washington University. 


LESSON Xi. 


FORMATION—RUNS BY THE LINE- 
MEN. 

Though few people outside of the men 
well versed in football recognize it, it is 
nevertheless a fact that a most important 
way of advancing the ball is by means of 
the Mnemen, 

If the linemen are good runners—that is, 
good men to take the ball and make 
ground with it—they are worth half as 
much again as if they were only able to 
play well on the dcfensive. 

To run a guard or a tackle was an un- 
heard-of thing, say 10 years ago, but now 
it is almost as common as running the 
backs. The runs by the linemen form an- 
other deviation from the old style of play, 
which is apt to prove confusing to the op- 
ponents. 

Th emost commonly used play is for the 
right tackle to go through the hole sup- 
nosed to be made by the left tackle or vice- 
versa. In.its whole conception the play Is 
very nent-—it fits. In its execution it has 
been found to be a most excellent ground 
gainer. 

lhe tackle is. from his very position in 
the line, a man of probably more weight 
than any of the back; or the ends. He is, 
mnoreover, one who ought to be, from his 
pesition, very quick on his feet. These 
qualifications alone make him a formida- 
ble man for at vaneins the ball. When the 
co2eches first appreciated this fact they 
tnede great use of it. 


EXAMPLES OF TACKLE WORK. 

We might take such examples as Lea of 
Princeton and Minds of Pennsy!vania— 
when Pennsy used to turn out teams that 
could give points to the best of them 
—and go on and mention Newell of Har- 
varld and Rogers of Yale. Al] these men 
used to make gains through the opposing 
lines, not because the lines were weak in 
the spois they stcuck, but because they 
knew how to use thelr great strength 
uzainst the opposite line. 

When the tackle is to run he starts 
from his natural position. He does not 
+ apparently for any unusual ef- 
fort. He runs close to the quarter and 
asses to 
turn and force himself through the oppos- 
ing line, head down and back ridged, with 
all of his own men behind the line to shove 
him thronuxh. 

In this play the tackle passes behind the 
quarterback, in order to assure passing by 
any possible attempt to break through and 
interfere with the play by the opposing 
center men, and more particularly to be in 
a good position to buck the line hard. Pass- 
ing in front of the quarter the tackle wou!d 
turn into the line with no chance to make 
a hard plunge. In passing around the 
quarter he is necessarily several feet back 
of the line and has that space in which to 
attain momentum. The play is a fraction 
of a second slower, perhaps, but it is surer 
and more effective. 

It is a practice with some coaches to 
have one of the back field plunge into the 
opening through which the tackle is sup- 

sed to go, tn order to open it wider for 

im. In general this is not advisable. In 
more than half the attempts to do this the 
Iman who preceds the. tackle will et 
wedged in and stop the whole play. he 
better plan is to let the tackle drive first 
into the hole and the rest of the back field 
help him on from the rear. 


THROW OPPONENT OFF. 

In this ;-lay the center man of the team 
carrying the ball turns his opponent away 
from the play. The guard turns his man 
in toward the center. The tackle and end 
see that the opposing tackle is turned out- 
ward toward the extremity of the line. 
The defensive halfgack and erd of the op- 
ponents do not matter greatly, as they are 
out of position to stop the progress of the 
plav until after the line has been passed. 


CAPTAIN WEEKS OF COLUMBIA’S ELEVEN 


In behind the tackle pushing and aiding 
him in every possible way, should be the 
remaining«members of the offensive back- 
field. The end on the side of the line from 
which the tackle is taken to carry the ball, 
should oy? into the latter's place im- 
mediately it is vacated by him, in order to 

revent the opposing tackle fgom slipping 

n blocking the play. 

Sometimes, especially when the hole is 
made between guard and tackle, the end, 
playing on the side of the tackle carrying 
the ball, ‘should after pausing just long 
enough to delay the opposing tackle from 
interfering with the play, pass through the 
enemy's line in order to be ready to inter- 
fere for the runner in case he should get 
through cleanly. 

It goes without saying that the previous 
instruction given about line plunging ap- 
gy to the tackle. It is always well for 
he man going at the line to go low, 
though always with his eyes open in such 
a play, it ig more than frequently that the 
exact hole expected js no+ made and that 
the runner will have to pick his way as b2st 
he can. It is folly to buck ahead on into 
a line man who has feiled to make the ex- 
nected hole. Instead, s]ip into the first

opening available and to do this the runner 
must watch where he is going. 


LOW DIVE THE BEST. 
Some line buckers have achieved success 


in going at the line high, and twisting 
and turning through openings § after 
strik'ng the point of play. In the majority 
of cascs, however, it is an inferior method 
of play and the low dive is the.one to be 
practiced. 

Line bucking affords the best opportunity 
of all offensive work for the ie 2 team 
to help the runner along. This should be 
by either shoving from behind or pulling 
from in front. In a press of men, it is 
almost impossible for the opposing side to 
get to the runner to drop him. As long 
as the runner is on his feet, it is always 
possible to shove or pull him a yard or 
two before the play is piled up. 

Every man on the team, after he has 
fullfilled the requirements of his position 
in blocking should turn his attention to 
helping the runner along. Man yards will 
be gained during a game by this policy.
